The vessel 
was kept* under short sail, and it is 
presumed" that Captain Stoddart be- 
lieved he had plenty of sea room. 
When the Gloriana struck on the 
ledge It passed over the outer ones, 
but brought up on the Inner reef, but- 
ted against a cliff of rocks and then 
fell off into the sea. When the vessel 
struck the cliff three seamen were on 
deck, and they climbed up the cliff to 
a place of safety before a receding 
wave carried the vessel off again. 
Others of the crew who were below 
rushed on deck half clad and started 
to lower the dories. As soon as each 
boat touched the water it was crushed. 


The high seas were breaking over 


the vessel, and It swung broadside on 
the ledges and »egan to pound heav- 
ily. Lines were thrown ashore from 
the schooner several times, but they 
were either broken or torn from their 
fastenings on the rocks by the surging 
of the vessel. Four of tbe crew 
jumped overboard and attempted to 
swim ashore, but they were caught in 
the breakers, dashed against 
the 


rocks and killed in the attempt. The 
others who were on the vessel took 
to the rigging and clung there while 
their strength lasted, but the enor- 
mous seas were more than they could 
battle against, and one by one they 
were swept away. 


The three survivors spent a terri- 


ble night on the 
cllfls. When day 


dawned tbey saw one man still cling- 
ing to the rigging, and made their way 
to the mainland for assistance. Tbe 
shore folk harried to the wreck and 
took the man from tbe rigging, bat he 
was dead.

"With this in mind, it is most interest- 
ing to notP that when Koliauce heels 
under putts of \t ind she goes over to 
her sailing lines, and there she bangs. 

On 
the other hand, we now know that 
Shamrock III. rolls far a-lee when she 
is struck by a puff. 


The long, flat fin of Reliance, with 


its lead well down, is not easily liftec 
by the power applied to the sails. That 
power, in fact, is unable to lift her fin 
B\it when Shamrock III. heels to the 
wind her little fin offers but little re- 
sistance to the power on the sails, and 
over she goes. Sir Thomas Lipton says 
that when the mast gave way the other 
day the water was six feet deep on her 
lee deck. In her disposition to roll and 
spill the wind out of her sails Sham- 
rock IIJ. Is apparently inferior to 
Shamrock II. 


A feature of Reliance is the ease 


with which she passes through the wa- 
ter. There is no wave under her bow, 
no hollow In the water abaft the rig- 
ging and no wave under the counter- 
none to speak of, that Is, considering 
that she was traveling at a rate not 
far from 12 knots nn hour. 


In this respect Reliance is superior to 


Columbia and still more superior to 
Constitution, for Constitution always 
disturbed the water more than Colum- 
bia did. It does not follow necessarily 
that the Reliance Is the more speedy 
because she disturbs the water leas, 
but it is a very hopeful Indication. 


A curious feature of the new defend- 


er Is the way she has of poking her 
nose out of the water when going at 
iiigh speed. She rises forward because 
of the wide, flat surface there. She 
slides up on the waves. 


This tendency, it may be hoped, will 


obviate much of .Le r-otinding which 
some pessimists have predicted for the 
new defender. She seems to rise and 
sink as the waves come with but little 
pitching. One must see her In a chop 
sea before speaking definitely In the 
matter, but her work in this respect is 
certainly hopeful. Naturally her great 
length will tend to prevent pitching, 
but one may be more hopeful from this 
tendency to sit down than from the 
extreme length of her overhangs. 


Another very encouraging feature is 


the apparent fact that the Reliance 
steers easily. She has a double wheel, 
and four men can put their strength on 
the rudder at one time, If necessary; 
but so far as could be seen from the 
press boat Captain Barr was able to 
handle her with ease In the heaviest 
puffs of wind. 'Certainly there will be 
no race lost as Independence lost one, 
through inability to hold the ship to her 
course. Nor will her speed be retarded 
by holding the rudder across her stern. 


It wns manifest thnt the new ship Is 


balanced perfectly. There was no ynw- 
Ing. When she cnme up to the wind In 
the puff it was because Captain nan- 
gave her a spoke of the wheel to send 
her up. There will be no recuttlng of 
anils to mnkc her balance.
